Alaskan Affairs Investigated 
by the House. 


Uncle Sam’s Northern Wards Doing 
Weil Under His Care, 


Cleveland’s Letter of Aeceptancp Still 
Hangivg Fire. 


Gen. Schofield in Command of the Army—Sherman 
Introduces a Bill for the Sappression of 
Trastse—The House Frittering Away 
Time Fitibastering.

WasutnoeTton, Aug. 14.—[By the Associ- 
Press.j The House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries today com- 
menced an investigation into the fur-seal 
fisheries of Alaska. The resolution under 
which the investigation is held directs the 
committee to make a thorough investiga- 
tion into the fur-seal fisheries of Alaska, 
and all contracts or leases made by the 
Government with any persons or companies 
for taking any fur seals or other fur-bearing 
animals in Alaska, and the character, dura- 
tion and conditions of the same. ‘The com- 
mittee is also directed te ascertain whether 
contracts have been violated and report 
whether any legislation is necessary for the 
protection of the seal fisheries. 

S. S. Buynigsky, an ex-agent of the 
Treasury Department, who had spent three 
months on the isiand of St. George and 
some time on the island of St. Paul in 1871 
and 1872, said that while on St. Paul Island 
he found the people good-natured and 
peaceable. The terms of the contract with 
the Alaskan company required that the 
company should luok after the people’s in- 
terests. He had no reason to make any 
observations to the agent of the company 
with regard to the same. The company 
had issued an order that there should be no 
greater advance than 25 per cent. on the 
commodities of life over the whoiesaile 
prices at San Francisco. He was satistied 
that there was no departure from this rule. 
The only greivance the natives had was 
the attempted suppression by agents of the 
company and those of the Government of 
the practices by the natives of distilling a 
beverage which the agents regarded as 

isonous. The company had given for all 
ts work fair compensation. ‘The probable 
effect of opening up to competition the seal 
fisheries, witness said, would be to drive 
the seals from the Alaskan islands to the 
Russian seal islands, and the people of the 
Alasken islands would be deprived of their 
livelineod and have to be supported by the 
United States Government. 

H. A. Glidden, also an ex-agent of the 
Treasury Department at Seal Islands from 
May, 1882, to July, 1885, said that the moral 
habits of the people were good, There was 
no breach of the peace to speak of, and no 
necessity for civil officers. The great evil 
existing was the propensity of the people to 
gamble. It was their great failing. No in- 
toxicating liquors were allowed to be sold. 
His observatioas were that laborers were 
paid better thaw’ @hy otber laborers in the 
world. From an almost barbarous state un- 
der the Russian Government, thd islanders 
had been brought up to a state of semi-civ- 
ilization under the influence of the Ameri- 
can Government. His opinion was that it 
the fisheries were thrown open to competi- 
tion seals would become extinct in five 
years. The policy of leasing the privilege 
of taking seals was the very best that could 
be practiced by the Government.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WasuinGton (D. C.), Aug. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—In the Sen- 
ate Mr. Reagan introduced a bill to define 
trusts and provide forthe punishment of 
persons connected with them. 

In the course of the discussion as to its 
reference, Mr. Sherman said he had given 
some attention to the subject in order to see 
how far it was_ within the Constitution’s 
power for Congress to prohibit trusts and 
combinations in restraint of trade. It was 
very clear that there was no such powerin 
Congress to be derived from its power to 
raise and collect taxes. It was a power 
which might be exercised by each State for 
itself. Similar laws had been enacted in 
Engiand and other countries. As to whether 
such laws could be engrafted by national 
authority on the statute books of the United 
States, under its peculiar system of govern- 
ment, there was some doubt. 

Mr. Reagan said that the bill was framed 
with a view of avoiding the constitutional 
difficulty of assuming to legislate on the 
matter of State jurisdiction, ‘here was 
also a difficulty in defining what a trust 
was and in providing appropriate penal- 
ties. 

After further discussion the bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Reagan also introduced a bill which 
was referred to the Committee on Com- 
merce, requiring the officers, or at, least 
three-quarters of the crew, of every 
merchant whaling fishing vessel to be 
either native-born or naturalized citizens of 
the Unitea States, 

The resolution offered some time since 
by Mr. Chandler, instructing the select 
Committee on Indian Traders to continue 
its investigations during recess, was re- 
ported back and agreed to. 

The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the fisheries treaty, and was addressed 
by Mr. Morgan. Having quoted from Mr. 
Chandler’s speech some extracts | 
on the Secretary of State, Mr. Morgan sai 
that the tongue of scandal had been let 
loose in this debate in a way which might 
convince the world that when the Senate 
sat with closed doors nothing but scorpions 
were applied to the backs of American citi- 
zens who had been nominated for office, or 
who had taken part in negotiating treaties. 
In a discussion of the question of free fish, 
Mr. Morgan said the New England Sena- 
tors and owners of fishing vessels had 
thought they were putting up the smartest 
sort of a job in trying to use the treaty-mak- 
ing power to issue a proclamation of non- 
intercourse as a means of prohibiting the 
introduction of free fish. 

The Senate then resumed consideration

A GIRL WHOSE MIND ISA LITTDE 
“OFF CENTER,” 


Or Else She is Badly Maligned—A 
Kefuge in Mrs. Watson's Home 
for Girls—Perennial Trouble with 
a Stepmother. 


For some days past all kinds of stories 
have been in circulation regarding a young 
girl from Riverside named Carrie Petchner, 
who is now in the Girls’ Home and is in 
charge of Mrs. Watson. ;

Mr. Wright believes 
that the gir! was placed jn the Girls’ Home 
and is detained there for a purpose. Some of 
the neighbors intormed him that Mrs. Wat- 
son had given instructions to the matron 
not to allow anyone to see Miss Petchner, 
and that they did not even allow her to 
have buoks or anything to read.

She seems to be 
perfectly satistied, and {am quite sure that 
she is rapidly improving. She is very 
much better than she was when she~tanie 
hare. Her father and brother came up the 
other day and requested us to keep her until 
she recovers. Her father asked Mrs. Wat- 
son not to let her see any of her friends, 
and Mrs. Watson instructed me to carry 
ont his instructions and I have done so 
with the exception of Mr. Wright, who saw 
her the other day. I[ did not know him 
and would not have allowed him to see 
Carrie had he not represented himself to 
be a Riverside minister, and I thought it 
would be no harm in letting her see a 
preacher.”’

She is rather bright, 
and has received a good education at the 
University of Southern Castornia, in this 
city. She said she had wished to see a re- 
porter for some days. When her troubles 
first began she was very anxious to keep 
out of the newspapers, but now she thinks 
the time hascome for an exposé. After 
a little preliminary conversation she made 
the following statement: 

“Four years ago my father married a 
Mrs. Murphy of San Francisco, in Los An- 
geles. I never liked her, for I believed 
and now believe that she married my father 
for money. Before that time my life was 
as happy as possible, but my troubles began 
with my father’s second marriage, and I 
have been most miserable ever since, 

“When my father was stricken with 
paralysis, my stepmother induced me to go 
to San Francisco. She told me that it 
would be much better for him, and I be- 
lieved her, but I learned subsequently that 
it was a scheme to et me  mar- 
ried to a nasiy little dude. As soon 
as ame convinced that my 
stepmother wished to getrid of me, I came 
back to Riverside, and 1t was then that she 
attempted to have me sent to a private lun- 
atic asylum in Stockton and I ran away.

JUSTICE KING AGAIN. 


His Latest Appeal to the Council for 
Financial Backing. 

The following communication was pre- 
sented to the Council at its session last 
Monday: 

To the Honorable the City Council of 
Los Ancelcs Clty—GENTLEMEN: I desire 
to cal! your attention to the fact that there 
are now cases pending in my court in which 
jury trials have béen demanded, at the rate 
of one or twe cases a day until far into 
September. 

hese cases comprise charges which, if 
proven, make the defendants the most dan- 
gerous elements of society. They embrace 
opium joints, visitors to opium dens, keep- 
ers of jouses of prostitution, procurers and 
runners for houses of prostitution, vagrants 
cennected with such houses, petit thieves, 
and, in fact, all of the cases of crime that 
come before a court of limited jurisdiction. 
These people, if guilty, should be punished ; 
if innocent, should be discharged. 

The law, under all circumstances, gives 
the defendant a speedy trial. lt 1s impos- 
sible for me to try them unless means are 
provided by which a jury can he assembled. 

If youin your wisdom and statesman- 
ship, for economical or other reasons, 
choose to have persons arraigned for crime 
turned loose upon the community, the re- 
sponsibility is with you. The people of 
this city have placed in the hands of the 


j freeholders the making of a new charter, 


and they, understanding the situation, have 
provided in their charter for four courts, 
And even four courts would be scarcely 
able to do the business now required of 


em. 

There is only one thing to do, of which 
you are the judges. If you fail to assist the 
courts and officers of the law in the sup- 
pression of crime, then declare yourselves 
as in favor of crime, and notin favor of law 
and order. The responsibility will be with 

ou. Of course your well-known reputa- 

ion for manh and statesmanship in- 
duces me to believe that you are equal to 
the occasion.

ELECTRIC LIGHT, 


THE COMPANY STIRRED UP TO 
ACTIVE MBASUKES. 


A Communtiheies to the Council 
Pramising Great Improvements, 
Which a “Times” RHeporter, on 
Investigation, Finds Already in 
Progress.

For some time past there has been more 
er less complaint about the electric light 
company, and it has frequently been 
charged in the Council, and by private citi- 
zens, that the company did not furnish the 
light for which the city contracted, and 
furthermore, that many localities were not 
lighted because the company did not have 
the power to furnish the lights—in fact, 
that they had only sufficient power to fur- 
nish about two-thirds of the light for which 
they were being paid. As before stated, this 
matter has been a frequent theme of dis- 
cussion by the City Fathers, and some 
months ago a resolution was passed that 
some practical electrician be employed by 
the city to test the lights and see if they 
came up to the contract power, but from 
some cause this was never done. The com- 
pany, however, were finally aroused to the 
necessity of doing something toward keep- 
ing up with the progress of the city, espe- 
cially asa competitor was making a strong 
effort to get into the field, the Houston- 
Thompson Company having made an appli- 
cation fora franchise. The electric com- 
pany secured a lot on Sepulveda street, and 

ad plans drawn for a much larger plant 
than the one now in use. They had made 
some progress in this direction, when cer- 
tain Councilmen brought up the matter in 
the Council, and the company was ordered 
to stop work, on the ground that Sepulveda 
was a residence street, and that there was 
strong opposition on the part of the resi- 
dents to the erection of the electric light 
works there, There was considerable 
talk about this matter at the 
time, and some ugly charges were 
made, but the whole matter was 
finally dropped. The application of the new 
company fora franchise was, after consid- 
erable talk, virtually killed, objections being 
repeatedly raised to it, until Mr. Stearns, 
the promoter of the scheme, ceased to push 
it. There was then another long term 
of waiting, when the matter bobbed up se- 
renely again in the Council two weeks ago. 
Various members of the Council jumped on 
the company stiff-legged, and the usual 
charges of insufficient power, robbing the 
city, lights wanted but not supplied, ete. 
were made, and a resolution was passed 
asking the company which had before asked 
fora franchise, but had been refused, to 
come forward and accept it, as it was 
thought that by this means the old company 
would be stirred up to put forward some- 
thing like agenuine effort to meet the le- 
gitimate demands that were being made 
upon it. In answer to this resolution the 
yr ny light company at the last meeting 
of the Council, submitted the following re- 
ply to the strictures which had been passed ; 
upon them: 


THE COMPANY’S ANSWER. 


Los ANGELES (Cal.), Aug. 10, 1888. 
the Gas Committee — GENTLEMEN; 
Referring to the action of the City Council 
at the meeting on last Monday, wherein 
this company was severely criticised as 
having broken faith in not applying good 
and sufficient light, since the press 
report of that meeting the  super- 
iutendent and the secretary of this 
company have interviewed some of the 
members of the Council, as well as your- 
selves, and we now respectfully submit a 
report of the large improvements this com- 
pany are noW making and have toa large 
extent completed at our present works at 
the corner of Banning and Alameda streets. 
We are placing two 200-horse power Cor- 
iss engines apd two 200-horse wer 
ilers, which, \in connection with our 


resent capacity, will make a total of 700 
orse power. wo new dynamos have just 
been added, making the number now 
in use 10, carrying on the _ aver- 


age 45 lamps each. Additional 
electrical apparatus will be added as lights 
are needed. We wouldalso draw your at- 
tention to this fact: The company pur- 
chased a lot on Sepulveda street to erect a 
two-story brick building sufficient for the 
requirements of the city for a long time to 
come. Owing tothe act of the Oouncil in 
April the company was ordered to suspend 
operations, which Gasy hindered them in 
carrying out their intended improvements, 
as plans and specifications had been drawn 
for that locality. We then had to arrange 
for a lease ot property adjoining our pres- 
ent works, which we eventually secured, 
and had to rearrange the plant and ma- 
chinery and nena the building, all of 
which takes time. ‘This company is, how- 
ever, pushing matters as fast as it is safe 
and possible. 

The company’s contract with the cit 
calls for the company to furnish all ligh 
as ordered by the city from time to time. 
This company has ever been ready to ful fill 
their contract. Notwithstanding tite insuf- 
ficiency of power at the wurks to supply all 
the light needed, we can and are at this 
time leasing outside power to furnish light; 
80 that it is not a question of lack of power, 
but simply we have not been asked to su 
ply any new light. For private individuals 
we have supplied light for short masts and 
stores when ever requested to do so. 

In regard to the ordering of additional 
masts, we would submit that your committee 
meet and confer with this company and per- 
fect asystem for lighting the city, and not 
place masts here and there because 
petitioned todo so. Sucha system is more 
neces owing to the growth of the city 
and the construction of higher buildings. 
We hereby extend acordial invitation to 
every member of the Council to inspect the 
works and satisfy themselves as to the ex- 
tent of our improvements, and shall be only 
too glad to carry out any suggestion the 
Council may be pleased to make.

No Tronble at the Briewalter Tract. 
Los ANGELES, Aug. 14.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tue Tre#s.j] In your issue of 
today, August 14th, you publish ynder 
the heading “A Brief Cam- 
paign” an article that I deem it 
my duty, on behalf of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company and 
myself, toanswer, as the article is 
misleading to the public. As agent for 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany I have for some time been nego- 
tiating with Mr. Griffith for the right 
of way for the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company across what is generally 
known as the Briswalter vineyard. Mr. 
Griffith requested of me a map show- 
ing the line of the right of way desired 
by the railroad across the vineyard. 
or the purpose of furnishing him with 
the information desired, and also for 
the purpose of determining the best 
line for the railroad company, I ar- 
ranged for an engineer of the company 
to go upon the ground and run a pre- 
liminary line. The engineer, with 
three assistants, went upon the 
ground. They were not armed 
with picks, shovels, lunch-baskets, 
or prepared for a night’s work, 
but took with them the necessary in- 
struments to run a line through the 
vineyard, andin doing so they found 
it necessary to clip the tops of some of 
the vines for the a of sighting 
acros3 the vineyard. There was no 
dirt dug for a roadbed, no fences torn 
down or destroyed; there were no 
armed men upon the field, but the man 
in charge, not knowing the intention 
of the parties, informed Mr. Griffith 
of the facts, and as soon as the facts 
were learned the whole matter was ad- 
justed, and, so far as I know, satisfac- 
torily arranged. TheSSouthern Pacific 
Company has not, through its agents, 
at any time entered upon that tract of 
land for the purpose of constructing a 
right of way, or been there at unsea- 
sonable hours, or done or attempted 
to do any of the things spoken of in 
the article above referred to. | 
Amicable negotiation is still in pro- 
gress for the purchase of the right of 
way across the vineyard, and nothing 
has been done or is likely to be done 
until the matter is adjusted.

MONTEREY, Aug. 14.--[ By the Associ ated 
"| Press.) Charles Crocker died at 3:30 this 

afternoon. The cause of his death was 
acetonemia. Drs. Stephens and Simon 
state that after the relapse yesterday Mr. 
Crocker rallied till evening. All night he 
was very restless. His som, Col. Fred 
Crocker, his medical attendant, Dr. Ste- 
phen, and his valet were constantly in at- 
tendance on him. Toward 5 o’clock this 
morning his condition showed considerable 
improvement—so much so that it was 
deemed prudent for Col. Crocker to go to 
San Francisco. He left on the 6 o’clock 
a.m. train on the understanding that he was 
to be informed by wire of his father’s con- 
dition, 

About 8 o’clock this morning Mr. Crocke 
grew worse, and showed signs of coma, 
Restoratives and oxygen_ were applied, but 
failed to act as they had ‘done before. His 
condition became,worse between 9 and 10 
o'clock. The coma deepened, and, in spite 
of all efforts, it was apparent that the end 
could not be long delayed. Dr. Stephens 
then telegraphed W. H. and Col, Fred 
Crocker to come on by special train and 
bring Dr. Julies Simms and [I'r, Devecchi, 
who had been summoned on last Sunday. 
The party arrived here at 3:15, just in 
time to see him*breathe his last. Mr. 
Crocker was unconscious for two hours be- 
fore his death, and died withont a struggle, 
His recent illness fisst showed itself on the 
night of the$d instant. He has long been 
a sufferer from diabetis, and his blood had 
become charged with sugar, the product of 
fermentation. His remains were taken to

Mark Hopkins went some 
years ago, Stanford and Huntington 
yet remain. As a long-headed, saga- 
cious business man, and the possessor 
of alarge fund of persevering indus- 
try, the deceased deserves credit, but 
he shared with his associates the odium 
attaching to the operations of a cor- 
poration which has sought—and still 
seeks-—to further increase its already 
enormous wealth by tampering with 
and undermining the foundation-stone 
of American liberty. .The Pacific 
Coast and the National Government 
were superlatively generous to these 
men.

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Charles Crocker was born near Troy, 
N. Y., on the 16th of September, 1822. He 
was descended from one of the oldest New 


Engiand families. His parents were not 
affluent circumstances,, Early in life 
established himself in a 
agency in Troy. Later 
his father on a farm in _ Indiana. 
During these years he attended village 
schools, and the greater part of the educa- 
tion he received was there. When 19 years 
of age he began to learn the blacksmith 
trade. In 1850 he arrived in this State and 
mined for a short time. In 1852 he opened 
a | a large general merchandise store in Sacra- 
mento. In the same year he married 
Miss Mary A. Deming, daughter of 
his old employer in Indiana. In 1860 
he was elected to the State Legislature of 
California. In 1862 he joined his fortunes 
with Stanford, wey and Huntington in 
the construction of the Central Pagific Rail- 
road. Later he became superintendent of 
construction, and after the driving of the 
last spike, in 1869,. he was elected director 
of the company and. second vice-presi- 
dent.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 14.—|By the Asso- 
Three excursion trains 
brought in large delegations from different 
points in the State to call on Harrison 
today. The delegations united at the depot 
and marched to Univérsity Park. At the 
head of the delegation was a Tippecanoe 
club of 83 veterans, carrying a life-size por- 
trait of Gen. Harrison, on the reverse side 
of which were the words: “Protection to 
Property and the Perpetuity ef the Union.” 
Conspicuous in the delegation was a banner 
inscribed: ‘The Eagle and the Flag Against 
the Rooster and the Rag.” Hon. J. R. 
Gray was spokesman for the visitors. In 
replying to Col. Gray’s address Gen. Harri- 
son briefly discussed the beneficent result of 
American home influences. 

In the afternoon a train consisting of 19 
cars arrived, bringing a large delegation 
from Tuscola and other points in Lilinois.

THE AMERIOAN PARTY. 


Opening of Its First National Con- 
vention. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—[By the Associa- 
ciated Press.} The first national conven- 
tion of the American party began its ses- 
sions here this afternoon. Chaiyman 
Sharp called the convention to order. 
A bout 200 delegates were in the hall, repre- 
senting 22 States and Territories. 

Hon. P. D. Wigginton of California was 
elected temporary chairman. Wigginton 
predicted the day was not for distant when 
it can truthfully be said that America is for 
the Americans. We believe Americans 
have the courage and abilityto manage 
their own affairs, notwithstanding the fact 
that America is becoming the cesspeol of 
the world. 

A motion was bere made limiting votes 
to one for each Congressional district and 
two at large from each State represented, 
the District of Columbia to have two votes. 

Pending action on this proposition a mo- 
tion was made and adopted directing the 
Chairman to appointa Committee on Cre- 
dentials. A recess was then taken. 

Calling the convention to order after re- 
cess, the Chairman announced as the Cre- 
dentials Committee Jerome B. Burke, Dis- 
trict of Columbia; A. B. Chase, Llinois; 
A. J. oyet, Maryland; J. W. Jarboe, New 
York; K. Hutz, Virginia; Dr. A. R.

At 5o’clock the Committee on Creden- 
tials reported 176 delegates; 67 were from

DENVER, Aug. 14.—[By the Associated. 
Press.| A dispatch from Albuquerque, 
N.M., says: The east bound Atlantic and 
Pacific train, due at Albuquerque at 1:30 
yesterday morning, came in 10 hours behind 
time. The delay was caused by a wreck 
which occurred on the desert in California, 
at a point known as Horse.Shoe Curve. 
The train was running very slowly, but the 
trucks of the. express car, it is claimed, 
were not in good working order, 
and refused to adjust themselves to 
the curve. In consequence, the car was 
pulled off the track, and, breaking away 
from the engine which it left on the track, 
went tumbling down a 30-foot embank- 
ment, pulling after it the baggage, mail, 
three emigrant ‘coaches and two sleepers 


well filled with passengers, all of whom 
suffered injuries more or less severe.

THE BALM OF A THOUSAND FLOWERS. 

ROSEDA LE (West Los Angeles}, Aug 
12.—[Correspondence of THE TIMES.] 
As along period has elapsed since any- 
thing concerning this charming local- 
ity—one of the best residence portions 
of the citv—has appeared in THE 
Times. that many may think it is dead 
and torgotten. Far fkom such being 
the case. Few parts of the city can 
boast of greater sigus of improvement 
andenterprise than West Los Angeles, 


‘even at this dull period of the year. 


The great number of new buildings 
which have sprung up during the past 
few months has surprised every one 
who has returned after a temporary 
absence, and probably accounts for the 
bewilderment of the Times’ carrier in 
making mistakes in delivery, which, 
however, are soon remedied and the 
right parties get their papers early 
enough to discuss the news at the 
breakfast table; for every business 
man, and woman, too, considers~hbis 
breakfast incomplete without his morn- 
ing paper. 

' The advent of the double-track lines 
of the two horse cars, via Olive and 
Ninth streets, to the corner of Ver- 
mobt.avenue and streets, 
has given West Los Angeles rapid and 
frequent communication with the cen- 
ter of the city and East Los Angeles, 
a boon which the residents had long 
prayed for, and even offered a bonus 
of several thousands of dollars. The 
cars cane. however, without the bonus, 
for, stravge as it may appear, the 
street railway company, when offered 
a bonus two years ago, did not accept 
it, aud by waiting, like Dickens’s 
famous hero, “for something to turn 
up,”’ decided to build the double tracks 
for nothing, and moreover built im- 
mense stables and carhouses at the 
corner of Vernaont avenue. With the 
cars came a paostoflice, business blocks, 
stores and the inevitable, but far from 
welcome, saloons. The large two- 
story Rosedale schoolhouse is within a 
few hundreed feet of the car-stables, 
directly opposite the beautiful ceme- 
tery. This fine schoolhouse will be 
completed in time for the opening term 
in September, and will be a credit to 
the locality. Its cost will be about 
$25,000. 

The Urmston tract, which two years 
ago was a 70-acre barley field, stretch- 
ing from Hoover street to Vermont 
avenue, is now well dotted with homes 
and looks like a good sized village by 
itself. That portion of this tract hav- 
ing wooden sidewalks is far less attract- 
ive than others with the cement walks. 
The plank+in some parts have been 
torn up by the lot owners because they 
harbor all sorts of vermin. Skunks, 
squirrels, rabbits and rats have risen 


for providing them with such refuges. 
They defy man and dog, and sally 
forth at nights to plunder chicken- 
coops and invade man’s abode. A 
oung gentleman was sitting one even- 
ng On ove of the sidewalks when two 
enterprising skunks brushed past him 
and crawled under the planks where 
Another found 
several young skunks playing 
and, being a greenhorn, mistook the 
vermin for kittens of a peculiar pro- 
duction of our glorious climate, put 
them ina sack and took them home 
with him in the city. These wooden 
sidewalks will have to go, and it will 


© wyeowell for other parts of the city to 


prevent greedy speculators 
down any more. 

A kindergarten school has been 
started on Vermont avenue by an en- 
terprising lady from Canada, Mrs. H. 
May, which deserves every encourasye- 
ment. If the parents of little children 
too young for the public schools only 
saw the kindergarten class at work,they 
would not long keep their httle ones 
penned up in the house or left to trot 
aimlessly in the streets. The kinder- 
garten is something new to most peo- 
ple here, but itis an institution that 
should be established in every locality. 
It is areal pleasure to see the little 
children so eager to learn and be em- 
ployed and amused. Their delight is 
great at having accomplished a feat 
they never tried before. Let the 
mothers visit the kindergarten and 
be convinced. 

It is in this favored locality that the

started, as parties have already begun 
to make inquiries about it since the 
notice appeared in Tnx TIMEs. 

The fine Southern Pacitic Railroad
